VERY RARE WILLIAM AND MARY ENGRAVED GLASS MONTEITH 
MARRIAGE BowL, with a single trailed thread round the rim, 
the base with kick supported on a primitive circular foot made 
with a trailed band : the body divided into six panels by diamond 
etched Corinthian columns from which depend festoons of flowers 
and in bold letters round the top of the bowl the name of the 
owner WILLIAM GIBBS, Esq., 1700. Above the date are the 
arms of William Gibbs of Horsley Park, county Essex, and those 
of Mary, daughter and co-heir of John Hé€lthorpe of Little 
Grimsby, county Lincoln, by Anne, daughter of Sir William 
Roberts, Bart., of Willesden, county Middlesex. The remain- 
ing five panels engraved with the marriage feast, cupid and 
musicians ; cattle and figures hawking ; harvesting and a view 
of the Home Farm ; a view of Horsley Park and ornamental 
water with aquatic birds and a man fishing : and lastly a man 
shearing sheep with a hunting scene in the distance. Between 
the scallops are inscriptions in French, “ No success without 
trouble ’’, Dutch “ If it is in God’s way tt 1s with God’s blessing’, 
“ He who wishes to speak wl of another let him first give a 
thought to himself’’, modern Greek “ The good things are diffi- 
cult’’, and others in Byzantine and Hebrew, 12}7n. diam., 637n. 
high. No other glass Monteith appears to be recorded 


Italian 


Jane, only daughter and heir of William and Mary Gibbs, 
married about 1720 her cousin John Nelthorpe of Bigby, county 
Lincoln, also leaving an only child and heir Mary Nelthorpe, 
who married another cousin, Griffith Nelthorpe of Little Grimsby, 
who died in 1755. Their grand-daughter, Maria Janetta 
Nelthorpe, married in 1799 Wilham, 8th Duke of St. Albans. 

The design is inspired by a 17th Century English silver Mon- 
teith which takes its name from a “ fantastical Scot called 
Monsieur Monteigh who wore the bottome of his cloake or 
coate so notched ”’.
